Applicant was also 
informed of a passive tag incorporating a humidity sensor embedded in windows to detect 
deterioration at a Tag Europe presentation, and of RF tags modified to include switches from a 
presentation of student work at the Royal College of Art in London. Applicant is unaware of any 
documents produced or distributed in connection with these presentations. In addition, Applicant 
has been informed of a UK patent to IdSystems directed to "switch tags." Applicant has no 
direct knowledge of this alleged patent.
